monuments were deemed carnal pride, and 
a venerable cathedral feemed equally con- 
tradiftory to Magna Charta and the Bible. 
Learning and wit were conftrued to be lb 
heathen, that one would have thought the 
Holy Ghoft could endure nothing above a 
pun. What the fury of Henry VIII. had 
fpared, was condemned by the Puritans : 
Ruin was their harvcft, and they gleaned 
after the Reformers. Had. they countenanc- 
ed any of the fofter arts, what could thofe 
arts have reprefented .^ How pifturefque 
was the figure of an Anabaptift ? But fec- 
taries have no oftenfible enjoyments i their 
pleafures af-e private, comfortable and grofs. 
The' arts that civilize fociety are not calcu- 
lated for- men who mean to rife on the 
ruins of eftablilhed order. Jai-gon and auf- 
terities are the weapons that beft ferve the 
purpofes of herefiarcs and innovators. The 
fciences have been excommunicated from 
the Gnoftics to Mr. Whitfield. 

The reftp ration of royalty brought back 
*the arts, not tafte.* Charles II. had a turn 
to mechanics, none to the politer fciences.

He had learned * to draw in his youth \ in 
the imperial library at Vienna is a view of 
the ifle of Jerfey, defignedby him^ -but he 
Was too indolent ev6n to amufe himfelf* 
He introduced the fafhions of the court of 
France, without its elegance. He had feen 
Louis XIV» countenance Corneille, Moliere^ 
Boileau, Le Sueur, who forming themfelves 
on the models of the ancients, feemed by 
the purity of their writings to have ftudied 
only in f Sparta. Charles found as much 
genius at home, but how licentious, how

countries, under the pretence at leaft df ftudying the 
refpedtive manners : nor have I ever heard before that 
the ttxm fludjing was reftrifted to meer reading. When 
I fay an author wrote as chaflly as if he had ftudied 
only in Sparta, is it not evident that I meaned his 
morals, not his information, were formed on the purell 
models f

indelicate wa$ the ftylc he permitted or dc^ 
manded ! Dry den's tragedies are a com-* 
pound of bombaft and heroic obfcenity^. in-« 
clofed in the moft beautiful numbers. If 
Wycherley had nature, it is natutc Rack 
naked. The painters, of that time veiled it 
but little more j Sir Peter Lcly fcarre faves 
appearances but by a bit of fringe or em-* 
broidery. His nymphs, generally repofed 
on the turf, are too wanton and too magni.-* 
ficent to be taken for any thing but maida 
of honour. Yet fantaftic as his compofi- 
tions feem, they were pretty much in the 
drefs of the times, as is evident by a puri- 
tan traft publifhed in 1678, and intituled,. 
«' Juft and rcafonableReprehenfions of naked. 
Breafts and Shoulders.". The court had 
gone a good way beyond the falhion. of the 
preceding reign, when the galantry in vogue 
was to wear a lock of fome favorite objedt 5. 
and yet Prynne had thought that mode fo 
damnable, that he publifhed an abfurd piece* 
againft it, called.

The fedarieS) in oppofition to the king, 
had ran into the extreme againft politenefs : 
The Hew cotirt, to indemnify themfelves 
ftnd mark averfion t0 their rigid adverfaries, 
took the other extreme. Elegance and de- 
licacy w^re the point from ^hich both fides 
llarted different ways j and tafte was as little 
fought by the men of wit, as by thofe who 
call«<J- thenafelves the naen of God. The 
latter thought that to demolilh was . to re- 
form ; the others, that ridicule was the on- 
ly rational corrective ; and thus while one 
party deftroyed all order, and the other gave 
a loofe to difordcr, no wonder the age pro- 
duced fcarce any work of art, that was wor- 
thy of being prefcrved by pofterity. Yet 
in a hiftory ef the arts, as in other hif- 
tories, the times of confufion and barbarifra 
mull have their place to preferve the con- 
nexion, and to afccrtain the ebb and flow 
of genius.

fider the antiques,, and unflefftood the ana- 
tomic part of painting, perhaps equal to 
Michael Angeloj following it fo clofe, that 
he was very apt to make the mufcelling top 
ftrdng and prominent." But this .writer 
,was not aware that the very fault he obj^fts 
to Fuller did not proceed from not having 
feen the antiques,, but from having feen 
them too partially, and that he was only tp, 
be compared to Michael Aogelo from a 
iimilitude of errors, flowing from a.fimilir 
tude of ftudy. Each caught the rpbyft 
ftyle from ancient ftatuary, wjthout attain- 
ing it's graces. . If Graham had avoided 
hyperbole, he had not fallen into a blun- 
der. In his hiftoric compofitions Fuller is 
a wretched painter, his colouring- was raw 
and unnatural, and not compenfated by dif- 
ppfition or invenripn; In portraits his pen- 
cil was bold, ftrong, rand mafterly: Men 
who fhine in the latter, and ^ifcarry in the 
former, want imagination. They fucceed 
only in what they fee^ Liotard is a living 
inftance of this fterility. He cannot paint 
^ t?lue ribband if a lady is drcfled in pur-

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head of P,iercc, the carver, by Fuller. He 
was much employed to paint the great ta- 
verns j- in London ; particularly the mitre 
in Fenchurch-ftreet, where be adorned all 
the fides of a great room in pannels, as was 
then the fafhion. The fijgures were as large 
as life ; a Venus, Satyr and Sleeping Cupid i 
a boy riding a goat and another fallen down^ 
over the chimney j this was the beft part of 
jhe performance, fay$ Vertuej Saturn de- 
vouring a. child. Mercury, Minerva, Diana^ 
Apollo; and Bacchus, Venus, and Ceres em- 
bracing i a young Silenus fallen down, and 
holding a goblet, into which a boy was 
pouring wine ; the fe^fons betwpep the wip*- 
.dows, and on the ceiling two, angels fup- 
porting a mitre, in a large cirqle i this part 
was very bad, and the colouring of the S^- 
turn too raw, and his. fisrure too mufcular.

Vertue had fecn two tooks with etchings 
by Fuller ; the firft, Csefar Ripa'<s Em- 
blems } fome of the pUtes by Fuller, others 
by Henry Cooke arid Tempefta. The fe-. 
cond was called, Libro da? Difegnare -, 8 ot 
lo of the plates by our paii^ter. 

He died in Bloomfbury-fquare, July 17, 
1672, and left a fon, an ingenious but idle 
man, according to Vertue, chiefly employed 
in coach-painting. He led a diflblute life 
and died young. 

Fuller had one Scholar, Charles Wood- 
field ; who entered under him at Oxford, 
and ferved feven years. He generally 
painted views, buildings, monuments, and 
antiqjuities, but being as idle as his matter's 
fon, often wanted heceffaries. He died 
fuddenly in his chair in the year 1724, at; 
, the age of 75.

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ROBERT STREATER, 

Who was appointed ferjeant painter at the 
reftoration. He was the fon x>f a painter 
and born in Govent-garden> i6!24, and 
ftudied under Du Moulin. Streatcr did 
not confine himfelf to any brandi of his 
art, but fucceeded beft in architefture, per- 
Ipcftive, landfcape and ftlU life: Graham 
calls him the greateft and moft univer- 
fal painter that ever England bred, * but 
with about as much judgment, as where he 
fays that Streater's being a good hiftofian 
contributed not a little to his perfeftion in 
that way of painting. He might as well 
fay that reading the Rape of the Lock 
would make one a good hair*cutter. I 
fliould rely more on Sanderfon, who fpeak- 
ing of landfcape, fays " of our owii nation 
I know. none more excellent but Streater, 
who indeed is a compleat mailer therein, as 
alfo in other arts of etching, * graving, and

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his work of architcfture and perfpeftivc; 
not a line but is true to the rules of art 
and fymmetrjr f ." And again, comparing 
our own countrymen with foreigners, in 
different branches, he adds, «^ Streatcr in 
all paintings J/' But from the few works 
that I have feen of his hand, I can by no 
means fubfcribe to thefe encomiums : The 
Theatre at Oxford, his principal perform- 
ance, is a very mean one ; yet Streater was 
as much commended for it, as by the au- 
thors I have mentioned for his works in ge- 
neral. One Robert Whitehall ||, a poetafter 
of that age, wrote a poem called Urania, 
or a defcription of the painting at the top 
of the Theatre at Oxford, which concluded 
with thefe lines,

FRANCIS y ANSON, or 
V A N Z O O N, 

Was born at Antwerp, and learned of his 
father, a flower painteri but he canae early 
into England> and marrying Streater's 
neice, fucceeded to much of her uncle^s 
bufinefs. Vertue and Graham commend 
the freedom of his pencil, but his fubjefts 
were ill-chofen. He painted ftill-life, 
oranges and lemons, plate, damafk cur- 
tains,, cloths of gold, and that medley of 
familiar objefts that ftrike the ignorant 
vulgar. In Streater's fale, mentioned 
above, were near thirty of Vanfon's pie- 
ces, which fold well ; among others, was 
the crown of England, and birds in water- 
colours.: Vapfon's patron was the * earl of 

Radnor, 

♦ Charles Bodville Robartes, fecond e^rl of Radnor, 
who fttccceded his grandfather in 1684, and was lord

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Radnor^ who at his houfe in St. Janica's 
fquarc, had near eighteen or twenty of his 
works, over doors and chimnies, &c. there 
was one large piece, loaded with fruit, 
flowers, and dead game by him, and his 
own portrait in it, painted by Laguerre, 
with a hawk on his fift. The ftair-cafe of 
that houfe was painted by Laguerre, and 
the apartments were ornamented by the 
principal . artifts then living, as Edema, 
Wyck, Roeftraten, Danckers, old Griffier, 
young Vandevelde and Sybrecht. The col- 
leftion f was fold in 1724. Some of his 
pictures were eight or nine feet high, and 
in them he propofed to introduce all the 

warden of the flanneries, and by king George I. made 
treafurer of the chambers. He died in 1723.

SAMUEL VAN HOOGSTRATEN, 

Was another of thofe painters of ftill-life, 
a manner at that time in fafhion. It was 
not known that he had been in England, 
till Vertue difcovered it by k pifture of his 
hand at a fale in Covent-garden 1730. 
The ground reprefented a walnut-tree 
board, with papers, pens, penknife and 
an Englifli almanack of the year 1663, a 
gold medal, and the portrait of the author 
in a fuppofed ebony frame, long hair in- 
clining to red, and his name, S, V. Hoog- 
ftraten. The circumftance of the Englilh 
lilmanack makes it probable that this pain* 
ter was in England at leaft in that year, an4 
Vertue found it confirmed by Houbfakcn 

B ;j bis 
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his fcholar, who in his lives * of the pain- 
ters fays, that Hoogftraten was born at 
Dordrecht in 1627, was firft iriltrufted • by 
his fatherj^ and then by Rembrandt. That 
he painted in various kinds, particular- 
ly fmall portraits, and was countenanced 
by the emperor and king of Hungary. 
That he travelled to Italy, and came tq 
England y that he was author of a book on 
painting, called Zichtbare Waerelt gefeh 
worden, and died at Dprdrecht in 1678.

ABRAHAM HONDIUS, 

Was born at Rotterdam in i6'38 : when he 
pame to England or who was his mafter is 
not known. His manner indeed feems his 
own; it was bold and free, and except Ru- 
bens and Snyder, few mafters have painted 
animals in fo great a ftyle. Though he 
drew both figures and landfcape, dogs and 
huntings were his favorite fubjefts. Ver- 
tue fays he was a man of humour, and that 
one of his maxims was, that the goods of

that finding another man's wife of the fame 
mindj he took and kept her till fhe died ; 
after which he married. He lived on Lud- 
gate-hill, but died of a fcvere courfe of the 
gout in 1695, at the blackmoor's head over- 
againft Water-lane Fleet-ftreet. One of his 
firft pifturcs was the burning of Troy 5 and 
he frequendy painted candle-lights. His 
beft was a dog-market, fold at Mr. Hal- 
fted'5 auftion in 1726 ; Above on fteps 
were men and women well executed. My 
father had two large pieces of his hand, the 
one a boar, the other a ftag-hunting, very 
capital. Vertue mentions befides a land- 
fcape painted in 1666 ; Diana returned 
from hunting, and a bull-baiting, dated 
1678. 

Jodqcus Hondius, probably the grand- 
father of Abraham^, had been in England 
before, and was an engraver of maps. He 
executed fome of Speed's, and * one of the 
voyages of Thomas Cavendifh and Sir

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Francis Drake round the globe. He alfo 
engraved a genealogic chart of the Houfes 
of York and Lancafter, with the arms of 
the knights of the garter to the year 1589, 
drawn by Thomas Talbot j a map of the 
Roman empire ; another of the Holy-land ; 
and particularly the celeftial and terreftrial 
globes, the largeft that had then ever been 
printed. I fhall fay nothing more of him 
in this place (as the catalogue of Englifh 
engravers I referve for a feparate volume) 
but that he left a fon Henry, born in Lon- 
don, whom I take for the father of Abra- 
ham Hondius, and who finifhed feveral 
things that had been left imperfect by 
Jodocus, 

Mr. WILLIAM LIGHTFOOTf. 

An Englifli painter of perfpeftive, land- 
fcape and architefture, in which laft fcience 
he pra6ticed too, having fome fhare in the 
Royal-exchange, He died about 1671.

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Sir PETER L E L Y, 

Not only the mod capital painter of thi$ 
reign, but whofe works are admitted annongft 
the clafTics of the art, was born at Soeft in 
Wcltphalia, where his father, a captain of 
foot, was in garrifon. His name was Van- 
der Vaas, but being born at the Hague in a 
perfumer*s fliop, the fign of the Lilly, he 
received the appellation of captain Du Ly$ 
or Lely, which became the proper name of 
the fon. He received his firft inftruftion§ 
in painting from one De Grebber, and be- 
gan with landfcape and hiftoric figures left 
than lifci but coming to England in 1641, 
and feeing the works of Vandyck, he quit- 
ted his former ftyle and former fubjefts^ 
ahd gave himfelf wholly to portraits in emuT 
lation of that great man. His fuccefs was 
confiderable, though not equal to his am- 
bition I if in nothing but fimplicity^ he fell 
Aiort of his model, as StatiuB or Claudian 
did of Virgil. If Vandyck's portraits are 
often tame and fpiritlefs, at lead they are 
payural. His laboured draperies flow witl^ 

pafp^ 
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cafe, and not a fold but is placed witli 
propriety. . Lely fupplied the want of tafte 
with clinquant J his nymph$ trail fringes 
and embroidery through meadows and purl- 
ing ftreams. Add, that Vandyck's ha^ 
bits are thofe pf the times j Lely's a fort 
of fantaftic night-gowns, fattened with a 
fingle pin J. The latter was in truth the 
ladies-painter; and whether the age was 
improved in beauty or in § flattery, Lely's 
women are certainly much handfpmer than 
thofe of Vandyck.

JOHN ORIFFIERE^ 

An agrcablc painter^ called the gentleman 
of Utrecht^ Was born at Arrrfterdam in 
1645, and placed apprentice to a carpenter^ 
aprofeflion not at all fuiting his inclina- 
tion. He knew he did not like to be a 
carpenter, but had not difcovered his own 
bent. He quitted his mafter^ and was put 
to fchool, but becoming acquainted with 
a lad who was learning to paint earthen- 
Ware, young Griffiere was ftruck with the 
fcienc€ tho' in fo rude a form, and paffed 
his time in afllfting his friend inftead of 
going to fchool, yet returning regularly at 
night as if he had been there^ This de- 
ception however could not long impofe on 
his father^ who prudently yielded to the 
force of the boy's genius, i>ut while he 
gratified tt^ hoped to fecure him a profef- 
fion> ahd bound him to the fame matter 
lirith Ws friend the tyle-painter. Criffiere im- 
proved fb much even in that coarfe fchooJ, 
that he was placed with a painter of flowers,

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and then inftrufted by one Roland Rog- 
man, • whofc landfcapes we:re ejteeitied. . He 
received occafional leflbns too from Adrian 
Vandevelde, Ruifdale, and Rembrandt, 
whofe peculiarity of ftyle, and facility or 
glory, acquired rather by a bold trick of 
extravagant chiaro fcur^ than by genius, 
captivated the young painter, and tempted 
him. to purfue that manner. But Rogman 
difluaded him, and Griffiere tho' often in- 
dulging his tafte, feems to have been fixed 
by his mailer to landfcapes, which he exe- 
cuted with richnefs and neat colouring, and, 
enlivened with fmall figures, cattle and 
buildings. 

When he quitted Rogman and Utrecht, 
he went to Roterdam, and foon after the 
fire of London, came to England, married 
and fettled here ; received fome inftrudions 
from Loten, but cafily excelled hhn. He 
drew fome views of London, Italian ruins 
and profpefts on the Rhine, Such mixed 
fcenes of rivers and rich country were his 
favorite fubjefts. He bought a yatch, cm- 
barked with his family and Jiis pencils, and 

paffed 
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pafled his whole (imc on the Thames, 
between Windfor, Greenwich, Gravefcnd, 
&c. Befides thefe Views, he excelled in 
copying Italian and Flemifh mafters, parti- 
cularly Polenburgh, Teniers, Hondccobter, 
Rembrandt and Ruyfdale, 
' After ftaying here many years, he failed 
in his own yatch to Roterdam, but being 
tempted by a pilot who was coming to 
England, fuddenly embarked again for this 
country, btft was Ihipwrecked, and loft his 
whole cargo except a little gold which his 
daughter had wrapped in a leathern girdle. 
He remained in Holland ten or twelve 
years : and returning to England, ftruclc 
upon a fand-bank, where he was eight days 
before he could get off. This new calamity 
cured him of his paflion for living on the 
waten He took a houfe in Millbank, 
where he lived fe veral years, ^nd died In

It looks as if he was 
fenfible how fmall a way his talent extend-^ 
cd. This very poverty accounts for the 
Other, his want of grace t A fignal deficience 
in a painter of portraits-^— -yet how feldom 
pollefled ! Bounded as their province is to 
% few tame attitudes, how grace atones for 
want of a6fcion ! Cooper^ content, like his 
(Countrymen, with the good fenfe of trufhi 
ncgleftcd to make truth engaging, Grace 

in 
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in painting fecms peculiar to Italy. The 
Flemings * and th^ French run into oppofite 
extremes. The firft never approach the line, 
the latter exceed it, and catch at moft but 
a lefler fpecies of it, the genteel, which if 
I were to define, 1 fliould call familiar grace, 
as grace feems an amiable degree of ma- 
jefty. Cooper's women, like his model 
Vandyck's, are feldom very handfome. It 
is Lely alone that excufes the gallantries of 
Charles II. He painted an apology for that 
Afiitic court. • 

T^he anecdotes of Cooper's life are few ; 
nor does it fignify 5 his works are his hif- 
tory. He was borri^in 1609 and inftrudbed, 
with his brother Alexander, by their uncle 
Hofkins,.who, fays Graham, was jealous of 
him, and whom he foon furpafled. The va- 
riety of tints that he introduced, the clear- 
nefs of his carnations, and loofe > manage^ 
'ment of hair exceed his uncle, though in the 
laft Hoflcins had great merit too.' The au- 
thor I have juft quoted mentions another 
capital work of Cooper, the portrait of one- 
Swingfield, which recommended the ^Vtift

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to the court of Prance, where he painted fe- 
veral pieces larger than his ufual fize, and 
for which his widow received a penfioa 
during her life. - He lived long in France 
and Holland, and dying in London May 5, * 
1 67 i at the age of 63 was buried in Pan- 
eras-church, where is a nfiontKnent for him. 
The infcription is in Grah^am, who adds 
jhar he had great fkill in mufic, and played 
well on the lifte.

The Dwarf, being page to a lady at Mort- 
lack, was placed by her with Francefco 
Cleyne, to learn to draw, in which he fuc- 
teeded, perfecting himfelf 'by copying the 
works of Sir Peter Lely, who drew Gibfon's 
picture leaning on a buft, 1658, another 
evidence of Sir Peter being here before the 
reftoration. It was in the poffeffion of Mr. 
Rofe t the jeweller, who had another head 
bf the dwarf by Dobfon, and his little wife 
5n black, by Lely. This diminitive couple 
vttrt married in the prefence of Charles L 
and his queen, who befpoke a diamond ring 
for the bride, but the troubles coming on

Another painter known only to the induftry 
of Mr. Vcrtue, who faw an oval miniature 
of a Scotch gentleman, which being en- 
graved by P. Vanderbank was falfely in- 
fcribcd lord Marr. The mark on the pic- 
ture was W. H. 1 68 5, This, fays Vertue, 
I think, was William Haffel. Since the 
iirft edition I am informed that Mr. Haflel 
not only painted in miniature but in oil, in 
which way he executed an oval head of Mr. 
Hughes, author of the Siege of Damafcus, 
who joined the lifter arts, and painted fe-. 
veral fmall pieces in water-colours for his 
amufement.

Rowe, alfo painted. A gentleman from 
whom I received thefe notices has a buft 
pf the abovcmcntioned Mr. Hughes done 
by her in Indian ink.

Mr* Beale mentions him in one of his 
pocket-booksi * for fending prefents of co- 
lours to bis wif? in 1654, and 16581 and 
that in 1678, Mr. SncHing oflFered hin^ 
thirty guineas for a Venus and Cupid after 
Rottenhamer, for which he afked forty 
guineas and was worth fifty. I da not know 
whether this perfon waa retated to Thomas 
Snellingy a poet recorded in Wood's Athe- 
ne vol. ii. p. 135.

MARY 
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MARYBEALE 

Was daughter of Mr. Cradack, minifter of 
Walton * upon Thames, and learned the ru- 
diments of painting from Sir Peter Lely, and 
had fome inftruftions, as Vertue thought, 
from Walker. She painted in oil, water- 
co^our^ and crayons^ and had much bufi- 
ne& ; her portraits were in the Italian ftyle, 
i^^hich ftie aixjuir^d by copying feveral pic- 
tures aod drawings from Sir Peter Lely'a 
and the royal coUeftiona, Her mafter was 
fuppofed to have had a tender attachment 
to her, but as he was referved in commu- 
liicating to her all the refources of his pen- 
cil, it probably was a galant paflion, rather 
thaa a fuccefsful one. Dr. Woodfall wrotq 
feveral pocnpa to her honour, under the 
name of Rclefia'; but the fulleft hiftory of 
her life and works was recorded by her owa

Though in general the tafte was bad, and 
corrupted bf imitations <^ the French, yet 
as it produced St. PauFs, may be faid to 
have flouriftied in this reign : whole coun- 
tries, an age often gets a name for one 
capital work. Before I come to Sir Chrif- 
topher Wren, I muft difpatch his fcniors* 

JOHNWEBB, 

A name well-known as a fcholar of Inigo 
Jones, and yet I cannot find any particulars 
of his life. * He built the feat of lord 
Mountford at Horfeheath in Cambridge- 
fhire and added the portico to the Vine

Ambrelbury in Wiltftiire was 
executed by him from the dcfigns of his 
mafter. Mr* Talman had a quarto volume, 
containing drawings in Indian ink of ca- 
pitals and other ornaments in architedture, 
which Webb had executed in fcreral houfes. 
The frontifpiece (containing archite£kure 
and figures) to Walton's Polyglot Bible, 
was defigncd by Webb, and etched by Hol- 
lar, Vertuc fays, that Mr. Mills, one of 
the four furveyors appointed after the fire 
of London, built the large houfes in Queen- 
llreet Lincoln's-inn-fields — but this muft 
be a miftake, as we have feen in the pre- 
ceding volume, that Gerbier, a cotemporary 
and rival, afcribed them to Webb. Ger-

Biftiop 
Sprat, Anthony Wood> Ward in his livea 
of the Grefham Profcffors> the General Die* 
tionary> and the New Defcription of Lon-^ 
don and the Environs^ both in the hands 
of everybody, are voluminous on the ar- 
ticle of Sir Chriftopher s above all a de^^ 
fcendant of his own has given lis a foiiojr 
tailed Parentalia^ which leaves nothing to 
be defired on this fubjedtv Yet^ in a work 
of fuch a nature as this> .men would be dif-.

He was born at London in 
1632, and educated at Oxford. His ma- 
thematical abilities unfolded thcmfelves fb 
early, that by twenty he was elcfted pfo- 
feflbr of aftronomy at Grcfliam-college, and 
eight years afterwards Savilian profeflbr of 
aftronomy at Oxford. His difcoveries ift 
philofophy, mechanics, &c. contributed to 
the reputation of the new-cftablilhed Royal- 
fociety, and his fldll in architedure had 
raifed his own name fo high, that in the 
firft year of the Reftoration he was ap- 
pointed coadjutor to Sir John Denham fur- 
veyor of the works> whom he fucceeded in 
1668. Three years before that he had 
vifit^d France-^ and unfortunately vftnt no 
farther — the great number of drawings he 
made there from their buildings, had but 
too vifible influence on fomc of his own 
ii— but it was fo far lucky for Sir Chrifto- 
pher, that Louis XIV. bad eredbed pa- 
laces only, no churches.

The R O T I E R S 

Were a family of mcdallifts. The father, 
a goldfmith and banker* aflifted Charles II . 
with money during his exile, in return for 
vhich the king promifed, if he was reftored, 
to employ his fons, who were all gravers of 
feals and coins* The Reftoration hap- 
pened \ and Charles, difcontent with die 

inimitable Simon, who had ferved Crom* 

• 

well and the Republic^ fent for Rotier's 
fons. The two cldeft, John and Jofeph^ 
arrived ^ (not entirely with their father's 
confent, who wiflied to have them fettle in 
France, of which I fuppole he was a native)* 
They were immediately placed in the mint, 
and allowed a falary aad a boufe, where 
theyfoon grew rieh> being allowed ^00 A 
for each broad feal, and gaining 300/. a year 
by vending great numbers of medals abroad. 
On the'r fuccefs, Philip the third brother 

came 
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tame over, and worked for the government 
too* He is the only one df the three, 
thotigh John was reckoned the beft artift^ 
Who has Itft his name • or initials on any of 
our medals ; and he it was, 1 believe, Who 
being in love with the fair Mrs. Stuart 
duchefs of Richmond, f reprefentcd her 
likenefs, under the form of Britannia, on 
the reverfe of a large medal with the 
king's head. Simon, difcontent With fome 
teafon at the preference of fuch inferior 
pcrforn^ers, made the famous crown -piece, 
wWch though it did not explode the others, 
recovered his own falary, and from that 
time he and his rivals lived amicably toge- 
thcr. It was more than they themftlves 
^id. John had three fons, the eldeft of which 
he loft, but James and Norbert, being much 
employed by him, their uncles grew jealous 
and left England, Jofeph going to France, 
Philip to Flanders, where each being en- 
'tertained hj the rcfpeAive governments,

though offered to be continued in his poftj 
no foUicitation could prevail on John the 
father to work for king "Vyilliam. This 
rendering him obnoxious, and there being

* There are many evidences tliat thefe and other 
fbfpictons were not ill-founded. Rotier was believed to 
have both coined and farniflied dies for coining money, 
I fuppofe with the ilamp and for the fervice of king 
James.

One of them, I know not which,, graved a 
large medal of a Danifh admiral, in the 
Fciga of king James.

Artifts in the Reign of James II • 

• • • •■ 

TH E fliort and tempeftuous reign of 
James, though he himfclf fecms to 
have had much inclination to them, afford- 
ed fmall encouragement to the arts. His 
jreligion wis not of a complexion to exclude 
decoration ; but {our years, crouded with 
infurreftions, profecutions, innovations, were 
not likely to make a figure in a hiftoiy 
of painting. Several performers, that had 
refided here in the preceding reign^ con- 
tinued through that of James : fuch as may 
peculiarly be afcribed to his fhort period, I 
fhall recapitulate.. 
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WILLIAM G. FERGUSON-- 

*A Scot, who lived long in Italy andTranccj 
painted ftill -life/ dead . fowl, &c . wKile in 
Italy he compofed two pidtures, fold ilj 
Andrew Hay's fale, reprefenting bafreliefs; 
antique ftones, &c. on which the light was 
thrown, fays Vertue, in a furprizing maa-j 
ner. His name and the date 1679 wcreion 
them. Oh another was the year 16895 fof 
which reafon I have placed him bet\Meert 
thefe periods. He worked very cheap and

JACQUES ROUSSEAU,* 

Of Paris, ftudied firfl: under Swanevelt, who 
had married one of his' relations, and then 
improved himfelf by a jourijcy to Italy, 
pra6ticing folely in perfpeftive,. archhejfture 
and landfcape. On his return home he wajS 
employed at Marly, but beinga proteftant, 
Jie quitted his work on the perfecution of 

. . • y^ Qraham's EngliOi School 
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^13 brethren, and retired to. SwifTerland, 
LouvqIs iavk^d Hiai back s he refuredj. but 
fent his dcfign?, and recommended apro-* 
jper perfbii to execute them. After 9 ihorfi 
ftay in SwiiTerland, he went to HoUaod^ 
jMienee he was invited oyer by Ralph duke 
g£ Montagu to adorn his new hpufe in 
^oomflburyj, where he painted much, and, 
^d the fupervifal qf the building^ ^nd eyen 
a h^nd in it. His work amounted m 
1500/. in Jieu of which the duke allowe4 
hinn an annuity for his life of 200/. a year. 
He received it but two years, dying f i^ 
Sohp-fquare at the age of 68 about i6^. 
Some of his piftures, both in landfcape 
and architcfture, arc oyer door^ at H^mp- 
^on- court y a^d he etched after fome of his 
Qwn defigns.

CHARLES DE LA FOSSE, 

A name little known in England, but of 
great <:elebrity in France, The author of 
the Abrcge calls him Un des plus grans co-- 
Itrijies de Vecole Francoife. He might be 
fo, and not very excellent : colouring is 
the point in which their beft mafters have 
failed. La Fofle was invited to England 
by the duke of Montagu, mentioned in thfe 
preceding article, and painted two cielings 
for him, the Apotheofis of Ifis, and an 
Affembly of the Gods. The French author 
fays that king William prefled him to ftay 
here, but that he declined the offer, in 
hopes of being, appointed firft painter to his 
own monarch. Parmentiere afliftcd La Fofle 
in laying the dead colours for him in his 
works at Montagu-houfe. La Fofle who 
arrived in the reign of James, returned at 
Xh^ Revolution, but came again to finifh 
what he had bcgunj,. and went back when 
})€; had finiflied. 

M4 N. HEUDE 
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l^iycd about this time, and painted in the 
mvincr of Verrio, to whom he is faid to 
hjivc been affiftant. Hp painted a ftair- 
fafe at the lord TyrconneFs in Arljngton- 
ftrect, now dcnaolifhcd, and a cieling at 
Bulftrode, in both which he placed his owr 
portrait and name. He was mafter of Mr, 
farpentcr, the ftatuary, 

WILLIAM DE KEISAR 

Of Antwerp, was bred a jeweller, in which 
profcflipn he became very eminent, but 
h^viijg been well educated and taught to 
draw, he had a ftrong bent towards that 
profeiSion, and employed all his leifure on 
It, prafticing miniature, enamel, and oil- 
colours, both in finall and large, Vertue 
fays, he filled at laft wholly on the former -, 
praham that he painted in little after the 
manner of Ellheimcr, that be imitated va- 
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fious manners, drew cattle ' and birds> and 
painted tombs and bafrelicfs in imitation of 
Vergazon, and that he worked fpme time 
with Loten the lahdfoape-painten This 
laft circumftance is not very probable ^ 
for Vertue, who was acquainted ^ with his 
daughter, gives a very diflferent account of 
his commencing painter by profeffion, Hav^ 
ing painted fome altar-pieces at- Antwerp, 
his biffincls called him to Dunkirk, where 
he drew a pifture for the altar of the Eng- 
lifh nuns. They were fo pleafed with it, that 
they perfuaded Keifar to go to England, and 
gave him letters of recommendation to lord 
Mclfort, then in favour with King James. 
The enthufiaftic painter could not refift the 
propofal ; he embarked on board an Eiig- 
iilh veflel, and without acquainting his 
wife or family, failed for England. His re- 
ception was equal to his wifhes. He was 
introduced to the . king who promifed to 
countenance him, and feveral . peribns of 
rank, who had known him at Antwerp, 
encouraged him in his new vocation. Tran- 
fported with his profpeft, he fent for his 

.. .\ wife^ 
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m\^^ ordering her to difmUV h» iTorkmcn^ 
«id ccmvcrt his effeifbintD money.— -With- 
in half 4 year (he bubble burft ; the Revo-* 
iijtk>n iuqipened^ ICeiisur*s friends tould no 
longer be hss prote£l:ors» \a% bufinefs de- 
^rreai&d, and the ^urfult of the Philofopher^^ 
fiione* to which he h^d recourfe in his de^ 
^air^ corppleat^d his ruin. He died at the 
4ge of 45 in four or five years after the 
Rcvolutiont He left a daughter whom he 
liad taken great pains to inftruft in his fa^ 
vorite ftudy, and with fucccft. She paint- 
ed fmall portraits in oil, and copied well ; 
but marrying one Mr, Humble a gentle-. 
4iian, he would not permit her to follow 
the profeffion. After his death ihe return- 
ed to it, and died in December 1724. Sh^ 
had fcveral piftures by her father's hand, 
particularly a St. Catherine, painted fov 
the queen dowager's chapel at Somerfet- 
AoAfc, ;a«id his own head in water-colours 
by iiiiiifelf.

A French portrait-painterj was in England 
in this reign, but went vfWf oa t^ Revo-^ 
lutiqn* He drew the king so^ ^lucen^^ Sir 
John Wjirner, his daughter, aiid grand-r 
daughter, and Vandey Menlen and Sy* 
brecht the painters. V^rti^e mentions a 
fmall piece (about two feet and an half 
high) highly finilhed by hinii reprefenting 
himfclf, his wife and two children. The 
painter is ftanding ^nd leans on a pede£tal ; 
his wife is fitting; one of the children 
Itand^, the qthtr fits playing with fruit and 
flowers : there is a peacock, and. & land-* 
fcape behind them, His fon was a coun* 
(cllor of the Chatqlet at Paris, and one of 
the .con^miffaries at war in the new Brifac. 
He wrote for the Opera corpique and the

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JOHN SYBRECHT* 

Of Antwerp, painted landfcapes, and had 
ftudied the views on the Rhine, his draw- 
ings of which in water-colours arc more 
cprpmon than his piftures. The duke of 
Buckingham returning through Flanders 
from his embafly to Paris, found Sybrecht 
at Antwerp, was pleafed with his works, 
invited him to England, and employed him 
at Cliefden. In 1686 he* made feveral 
views of Chatfworth. At Newftede-abbey, 
lord Byron's, are two pieces by this hand j 
the firft, a landfcape in the flyk -of Ru- 
bens*s fchool j the others which is better, a 
profpeft of Longleate, not unlike the man- 
lier of Wouverman. Sybrecht died in 1703, 
aged 73, and was buried in St. James's.

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HENRY TILSON 

Was grandfon of Henry Tilfon bifliop of 
Elphih, borii in Yorkfhire, and who died 
in 1655. Young Henry was bred under 
Sir Peter Lely, after whofe death he went 
to Italy in company with Dahl, and ftaid 
feven years, copying the works of the beft 
mafters with great diligence. He fucceed- 
ed in portraits, both oil and crayons, and 
was likely to make a figure, when he 
grew difordered in his fenfes and (hot him- 
lelf at the age of 36. He was buried at 
St. Dunftah's in the Weft. He painted hi^ 
own portrait two or three times j once with 
a pencil in his hand leaning on a buft.. Be- 
hind it was written H. Tilfona. Roma, 
1687. He drew a large family-pifture of 
his father, mother, a younger brother, a 
fifter and himfelfr Dahl gave Tilfon his 
own pifture, infcribed behind, " Memoria 
per mio caro amico Henrico Tilfon fatto 
Roma 1686. 
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An Italian^ topied che portraits bt Jsit^i 
and his queen With a pen^ from the Originals 
of Kneller. They were highly laboured, 
and canne into the poflcftion of Mr. G^or^ 
Clarke of Oxfords 



THOMAS BENIfekE, 

A young ftatuary vfho flotlrillied iii this 
feign, #as born in Englaftd of French pa- 
rents in 1663. His nrodels and fniall Works 
in marble are nriUch commended • The 
Jtnatomie figure commonly leen in the (hops 
of apothecaries was taken from his original 
jrnodeL He carved portraits in marble from 
the fife for two guineas. He lived and 
died near Fket^ditch in 1693^ 



Mi^ 
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Eldeft fon of a good ftatuarjr of Antu^trpy 
fettled here and was concerned in. l!evrrai 
works which by the only ^ecimcn Vcrtue 
mentions, I fhould think were very indif- 
ferent, for he carved Mr. Thynne's monu- 
ment in Weftminftcr-abbey. He lived in a 
large old houfe in Towear-ftrcct St^ Gileses, 
near the Sevens-dials^ and died at the age* of 
J3. Mi$' widow married Van Oft' of Mech- 
lin, another ftatuaiy. QBcllia'ir youngeif 
brother, who followed the. faane bufinefe^ 
worked at Copenhagen, Dantzick and Ham- 
burgh, and in ten years made a confider^ 
able fortune j and died at Antwerp.

THOMAS EAST 

» - • - • 

Was engraver of the feals to James IL and 
had learned of Thomas Simon ^ Eaft was 
fucceeded by his hcphew Mr. John Roos^ 
who continued in that office till the accef- 
fion of George !♦ 
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Paint irs in the Reign of King William. 

THIS prince, like moft of thofe in 
our annals, contributed nothing to 
the' advancement of arts. He was born in 
a country where tafte never flourilhed, and 
nature had not given it to hinn as an em- 
belliftiment to his jgrpat qualities. He 
courted Fame, but none of her minifters* 
Holland owed it's prefervation to his heroic 
virtue, England it's liberty to his ambition^ 
Europe it's independence to his Competi-* 
tion with Louis the fourteenth ; for, how- 
ever unfuccefsful in the conteft, the very 
ftruggle was falutary. Being obliged to 
draw all his refources from himfelf, and not 
content to acquire glory by proxy, he had 
no leifure, like his rival, to prefide over the 
regifters of his fame. He fought his own 
battles, inftead of choollng mottoes for the 
Vol. III.

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medals that recdfrded them j and thoogh my 
lord Halifax promifed * him that his wound 
in the battle of the Boyne 

Should run for ever purple in our loomsj 

His majefty certainly did not belpeak a fihgfe 
fuit of tapeftry in memory of the aftion* 
in England he met with nothing but dif^ 
gufts. He underftood little of the natidn, 
and feerris to have afted too much upoil a 
plan formed before he cartic over, arid, how- 
ever neceffary td his edrly fittiation, little 
^ddpted to fo peculiar a peoplfe as the Eng-^ 
glifh. He thought that valorir and tacittit'-^ 
nity would conquer or govern the world, 

* It has been obferved that I have niiiquoted lord

French would have Haltered hixh in that manner. It 
is very true : I miilook, quoting only by memory^ aftd 
happily not being very accurately read in fo indiiFercnt 
an author.

ers of fo little judgment, that they were fond 
of being painted by a man, who would 
gladly have difowned his works the mo- 
rnent they w^re paid for. Ten f fovereigns 
fat to him \ npt one of thenri difcovered that 
he was fit for more th^n preferring their 
likenefs. We however, who fee king Wil- 
Jian), the Czar Peter, Marlborough, New- 

f Charles II. James II. and his queen ; William and 
M^ry^ Anne, George I. Louis XIV. Peter the Great, 
and the emperor Charles V I. For the laft portrait Leo- 
pold created Xneller knight of the Roman empire — - by 
Anne he was made a gentleman of the privy-chamber, 
and by the Univerfity of Oxford a dodlor. When he 
had finiihed the piflure of Louis XIV, that prince aiked 
Jiim what mark of his efleem would be moil agreeable 
to him ? he anfwered modeflly and genteely, that if his 
snajedy would beftow a quarter of an hour on him, that 
he might make a drawing of his head for himfelf, he 
ihould think it the highefl honour he could poilibly re- 
ceive. The king complied, and the painter drew him 
on grey paper with black and red chalk heightened with 
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ton, Dry'den, Godolphin, Somers, the ^t^ 
chefs of Grafton, lady Ranela^h, and f* 
many ornaments of an illuftriouB kgc, tranf- 
mittcd to us by Kneller's pencil, tnuft not 
regret that his taldrit was confined to "poTr 
traits — Perhaps the treafure is greater, 'thin 
if he had decorated the chambers of Hamp- 
ton-court with the wars of-ffilneas or the eh- 
phanted p^^lace of Armida : and when dWC 
confiders how feldoni great mailers are wor- 
thily employed, it is better to havje real 
portraits, than Madonnas without end. My 
opinion of what Sir Godfrey's genius could 
have produced, muft not be judged by the 
hiftoric pifture of king William in the 
palace juft mentioned : it is a tame and 
poor performance. But the original Iketch 
of it at Houghton is ftruck out with a Ipirit 
^nd fire equal to Rubens, The hero and 
the horfe are in the heat of battle : In the 
large piece, it is the king riding ip triumph, 
with his ufual phlegm. Of ail his works, 
"Sir Godfrey was moft proud of the convert- 
ed Chinefe at Windfor 5 but his portrait of 
jGibbons is fuperior to it. It has the freedom

This fault, which in 
Kneller proceeded from hade and rapa^ioufnefs, was 
afFe^edly imitated by foine of the painters who fuc-

Yet with all Sir Godfrey's defire of acquiring 
riches, he left 500 portraits uniiniihed — for his cuftom- 
ers, were, not equally ready to pay, as .to fit.

Sir Godfrey Kneller was born at Lubec, 
^bqut the year 1648. His * grandfather had

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an eftate near Hall in Saxony j was furveyor 
general of the mines and infpeftor of count 
Mansfeldt's revenues. By his wife of the 
family of Crowfen, he had one fon Zachary, 
educated at Leipfic, and for fome time in 
the fervice of Guftavus Adolphus's widow. 
After her death he removed to Lubec, 
married, profefTed architefture, and was 
chief furveyor to his native city. He left 
two fons, John Zachary, and Godfrey. The 
latter, who at firft was defigned for a mili- 
tary life, was fcnt to Leyden, where he ap- 
plied to mathematics and fortification > but 
the predominance of nature determining 
him to painting, his father acquiefced and 
fent him to Amfterdam, where he ftudicd 
under Bol, and had fome inftruftions from 
Rembrandt. Vertue nor any of his bio- 
graphers take notice of it, nor do I aflert 
it, but I have heard that one of his mat- 
ters was Francis Hals. It is certain that 
Kneller had no fervility of a difciple, nor 
imitated any of them. Even in Italy whi- 
ther he went in 1672, he mimicked no pe- 
culiar ftyle, nor even at Venice where he

•drapery, to his own afterwards n^gjeded 
^draperies, ,or to his mafter /R€nril?ran$it|$ 
unnatural Chiaro Scuro. Latterly rSir Qod- 
-frey was thought to give into the mannqr 
of Rubens ; :I fee it jio where but jn th€ 
.iketch of king William's equqjElrian figure, 
evidently imitated from Rubens's def^n 
pf the cieling for the Banquetting-rhoyie, 
which, as I have faid, in the life pf . tjjat 
painter, was in KncUer's poffeffion. The 
Utter had no more of Rubens's rich colour- 
ing, than of Vandyck's delicacy in habits ; 
\xA he had mpre beauty than the latter, 



more dignity than Sir iPeter Leily, The kt^ 
Vit :felt his ca^iacity im a memprable kir 
ftanrde^ Knetler and hH brother came to 
^gknd in 1674 without intendifig to m- 
fide here, but to return through France to 
Venice. They 'were recommended to Mn 
Skriks^ a Hdmbilrgh-mer chant, and God- 
frey drew him and his family. The pidures 
pleafed. Mr* Vernon, fecrdtary to the 
dtikc of Monmouth, Taw them, and fat Xff 
the n^w painter, and obtained his mafter'^ 
pifluris: by the -fame hand. The duke was 
fo charmed, that he erjgaged the king his 
brother to fit to Knelier, at a time that the 
duke of York had been promifed the king!s 
pifture by Lely. Charles unwilling to have 
double trouble, propofed that both the 
artifts fhould draw him at the lame time* 
Lely as an eftabliihed mafter, chpfe the 
light he liked : the ftranger was to draw 
*the pifture as he could; and performed it 
with fuch facility and expedition, that his 
-piece was in a manner finifhed when:LeIy's 
was only dead - coloured. The novelty 
pleafed — yet Lely dcferycd moft honour. 
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for he did juftice to his new competitor i 
tronfefled his abilities and the likenefs^ 
"This fuccefs fixed Knellcr here. The feries 
of his portraits prove the continuance of 

his reputation. 

. Charles IL fent him to Paris to draw 
lx)uis XIV. but died in his abfence. The 
fucceflbr was equally favourable to him, 
and was fitting for his pifture for fecretary 
Pcpys, when he received the news that the 
prince of Orange was landed. 

King William diftinguifhed Kneller ftill 
more; for ^ that prince he painted the 
beauties at Hampton-court, and was knight- 
ed by him in 1692, with the additional

He lived to draw George L was made t 
baronet by him, and continued to paint 
during the greater part of his reign i but in 
1722 Sir Godfrey was feized with a violent 
fever, from the immediate danger of which 
he was refcued by Dr. Meade. The hu- 
mour however fell on his left arm ; and it 
was opened. He remained in a languifh- 
ing condition and died Oft. 27, 1723. His

SIMON DUBOIS, 

Was a better matter. He lived 25 years 
at homej but came to England as early as 
1685, feveral fnlall heads in oil being dated 
in that year ; they are commonly diftinguifh* 
ed by the fafhion of that time, laced cra^ 
vats. Portrait however was not his excel- 
lence ; originally he painted battles, fmall, 
and in the Italian manners afterwards, 
horfes ♦ and cattle, with figures, the faces 
of which were fo neatly finifhed, that a lady 
perfuaded him to try likenefles, and lat to 
him herfelf.

was finilhed, gave him as much more. The 
two brothers lived together in Covent- 
garden without any fervant, working in 
^obfcurity, and heaping up money, both be-^^ 
ing avaricious. When Edward died, Si- 
mon, left without fociety, begf.n to work 
for Vandevelde, and ore day in a fit of ge- 
nerofity, offered to draw the portrait of his 
eldeft daughter. This c.ew on a nearer 
acquaintance, and the old man married her, 
but died in a yen , leaving her his money, 
and a fine colkction of pictui^es, and nam- 
ing his patron lord Somers executor j he 
was buried May 26, 1708. His young 
widow married again, and diflipated the 
fcrtune a*^ col}ed:ion. .

HENRY COOKE 

Was born ih 4641, and wai drought td 
have a talent for hiftorjr. He Went to Italy, 
and ftudied under Salrator Rofa. On his 
return, neither rich nor known, he lived 
obfcurely in Kftave*s-acre, in partnerlhip 
with a houic-pairtter. Lutterel introduced 
him to Sir Godfrey Copley, who was plcaC- 
^ with his works, and carried him Into 
Yorklhire where he was building a new 
houfe, in which Cooke painted, imd re- 
ceived 150/. He then lived five years with 
the father of Antony Ruflel, Whom i have 
mentioned in the preceding volume, b«k 
quarrelling with a man about a miftrels 
^hom Codke kept^ by wbom he had iliil- 
dreh, and whom he afteiwaTrdi^ i^arriecli; 
Cooke killed him and fied. He then wen( 
Co Italy and ftaid feven years, and return- 
ing, lived privately, till the affair Was fbi-*

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gotten. Towards the end of his life ht 
was much employed. By order of king 
William he repaired the * Cartoons, and 
other pi6tures in the royal colle6bion, though 
Walton had the falary. He finiflied the 
cqueftrian portrait of Charles II. at Chelfea- 
coUege, and painted the choir of New-col- 
^ege-chapcl, Oxford, the llaircafe at Rane- 
lagh-houfe, the cieling of a great room at 
the water-works at Iflington, and the ftair- 
cafe at lord Carliflc's in Soho-fquare, where 
the aflemblies are now kept, f He had 
iometimes painted portraits, but was foon 
difgufted with that bufinefs from the ca- 
prices of thofe that fat to him. He died 
Nov. 1 8, 1700, and was buried at St. Giles's. 
I have his own head by him, touched with 
ipirit, but too dark, and the colouring not 
natural.

One of the beft native painters that has 
flouriflied in England, whofe talents while 
living were obfcured by the fame, rather 
than by the merit of Kneller^ and depreffed 
fince by being confounded with Lely ; an 
Konour unlucky to his reputation. Gra- 
ham too (peaks of fiim with little juftice, 
faying he had no excellence beyond a head s 
which is far from true. I have feen both 
draperies and hands painted by Riley, that 
would do honour to either Lely or Kneller. 
The portrait of lord-keeper Nqrth at Wrox- 
ton is capital throughout. Riley, who 

. was 
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was humble^ modeft^ and of an amiable 
ckarader^ had the greateft diffidence 9f^ 
himfelf^ and was eafily difguiled with^his 
own works, the fource probably of the ob- 
je&ions nmade to him. With a quarter of 
Sir Godfrey's vanity, he might have per* 
fuaded the world he was as great a mas- 
ter. 

He was born f in 1646, and received in- 
druftions from Fuller lind Zouft, but was 
little noticed till the death of Lely, when 
Chiffinch being perfuaded to fit to him, the 
pidure was ifiown, and recommended him 
to the king, Charles fat to him^ but almoft 
difcouraged the bafhfuU artift from purfu* 
ing a profcflion fo proper for him. Look- 
ing at the pifture he cried **Is this like 
me ? then od's fifli, I am an ugly fellow." 
This difcouraged Riley fo much, that he 
could not bear the pidure, though he fold

On his death CloftermM fi-> 
nifhed feyeral of his piftures^ which recom- 
mended him to the duke of Somerfct, who

He defcribes it particu- 
larly, and what fragments he faw. there, 
particularly a model inplaifter of Charles IL 
pn horfeback, defigned to have been call 
in brafs, but almoft in ruins : the Alex- 
ander and the unfinifhed kings. Againfl: 
the wall a large piece of his painting, a 
triumph^ almoft obliterated too. He was 
4efired to take particular notice of a bar of 
jron, thicker than a man's wrift, broken by 
fj} invention of Buflinell.

He was a man of a gentle 
and fair charafter, and lived between forty 
and fifty years in England, known at firft 
only by the name of the Hungarian; Htf 
had raifed an eafy fortune, but being per-

proved no fortune ^t all, and other misfor- 
tunes fuccceding, poverty and fickn^ft ter^ 
*'minated his life at his houfe in Great Queen-

Better known by Prior's beautiful verfes W 
him, than by his own works, was fon of

being driven from Ireland by the troubles 
that followed the Revolution, brought the 
lad to England, who difcovering a dilpofi- 
tidri to the arts and Belles Lettres, was fent 
to travel in 16^97, and on his Way to Italy 
pafled through Holland in the train of 
Thomas earl of Pembroke, one of the ple- 
nipotentiaries at the treaty ©f, Ryfwick, 
Mr. Howard proceeded as he had intended^ 
-and' having viflted France and Itily, re* 
turned home in Oftober 1700. 
t' Some years he pafled in Dublin, but the 
greateft and Jatter part of his life Jie fperrt 
entirely in England, prafticing painting, at 
leaft with applaufe \ but having ingratiated 
himfelf by his fame and knowledge of 
hands with men of the firft rank, parti- 
cularly the^ duke of Devonfliire and lord 
* * Pembroke, 
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Pembroke, and by a parfimonious manage^ 
. mtetit of his good fortune and of what he 
received with his wife, he was enabled to 
quit the praftical part of his profeflion for 
the laft twenty years of his life, the former 
peer having obtained for him the polls of 
keeper of the ftate-papers and pay-mafter 
of his majefty's pala(ies. In this pleafing 
fituation he iamufed himfelf with forming a 
large colledion of prints, books and me- 
dals, which at his* death (March 17, 1737) 
he bequeathed to his only brother Robert 
Howard bifiiop of Elphin, who tranfported 
them to Ireland. 

Mr. Howard's pifture was drawn by Dahl, 
very like, and publiftied in mezzotinto about 
a year before his death. Howard himfelf 
etched, from a drawing cf Carlo Maratti, a 
head of Padre Refta, the coUeftor, with 
his fpeftaclcs on, turning over a book of 
drawings.

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JAMES- PARMENTIER^ 

A Frenchman born in 1658^. was nephew oT 
Bourdon by whom he was firft iaftrufbed^ 
but his uncle dyiji£> he came to Englancf 
in i676> and wa$ employtd at Montagu^ 
houfe by La Foffc to lay his dead colours. 
King William fent Parmentier to his new 
palace at Loo, but he q\jurrelled with Ma- 
rot, the furveyor of the bpildingjs, and re-* 
turned to London, where not finding mucb 
employment,, he went into^Yorklhire, and 
worked feveral years, both in portrait and 
hiftoric painting: The altar-piece in a 
church at Hull,, and another inSt, PeterV 
at Leeds, Mofes receiving the law, much 
commended by Thorefby, are of bis hand.. 
His beft work was a ftair-cafe at Work- 
fop. To Painter's-hall he gave the ftory 
of Diana and Endymion.. Om the death of 
Laguerre in 1721,, he. returned to London> 
in hopes-of fucceeding,to*the bufinefs of the 
latter.

JOHN VANDER VAART 

Of Hacrlem, came to England in 1674, and 
learned of Wycfc the father/ but did not 
confine himfelf to Jandlcape.

He was 
particularly famous for reprefentations of 
partridges and dead game,' In old peypn- 
fhire-houfe in Piccadilly he painted a violin 
againft a door, that deceived every body* 
When the houfe was burned, this piece wa» 
preferved and is now at Chatfwprth. la 
1713- he fold his colkftion, and got more; 
money by mending piftures than he did in 
the former part of his life by painting them. 
He built a houfe in Covent-garden of which 
parilh he was an inhabitant above fifty 

• He twice drc«r his own portrait, at the age of 30, 
and of 60 ; and one of Kerfeboom.

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years. He was a man of stn amiable cha** 
rafter, and dying of a fever in 17 21 at the 
age of feventy-four, was buried in the right- 
hand ifle of the church of Covent-*garden, 
Prints were taken from feveral of his works; 
fome he executed in mezzotinto himfelf, and 
others from Wifllng ; in which art he gave 
inflxuftions to the celebrated Joh^y^ith. 
Vander Vaart, who was a batchelor^^ft a 
nephew, Arnold, who fucceeded him in the

RHODOLPMUS SHMUTZ 

Was born at Bafil in Swiflerland, and in 
1702 came into England, where he painted 
portraits : Vertue fays, " They were well- 
coloured, his draperies pleafant, and his 
women gracefull. He died in 17 14, and 
was buried at Pancras. 
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PREUDHOMME, 



Born at Berlin of French parents, and edu*- 
cated in the academy there, went for fome 
time to Italy, returned to Berlin, and from 
thence came to England in 171 2j where he 
was much employed in copying pidtures, 
and making drawings in chalk from Italiaiv^ 
mailers for engravers. There was a d^fign 
of engraving a fet of prints ' from all the 
beft pidures in this country, and Prcud- 
homme went to Wilton with that viewj 
where, after an irregular life, he died in 1 7 26 
at the age of forty. He had contracted a.

Colonel SEYMOUR,

perhapiS -he^vas too credtilous. ' 

Boit, whofe father was a Frenchman, was 
tdrn at Stockholm, and bred a jeweller, 
which profe^ion he intended to follow here 
Jh Ettgland, but changed for painting, but 
i(»us tipon fo low a foot, that he went into 
. ^ . thp 
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the country, and taught children to draw; 
There he had engaged one of his fcholars, 
A gentleman's daughter, to marry him, but 
the affair being difcov«-ed, Boit was thrown * 
into prifon. In that confinement, which laft* 
!cd two years> he ftudied enamelling ; an art 
to which he fixed on his return to London, 
^d pra£Uced with the greatcft fuccefs : 
Dahl chiefly jrecommended him* His prices 
<are not tQ be believed. For a copy of co^ 
lonel Seymour's pifture by Kncller he had 
thirty guineas ; for a lady's head not larger^ 
•double that fum, and for a few plates 500 /« 
If this appears enormous, what will the 
•reader think of the following anecdote ? He 
was to paint a large pla^ of the queen^ 
prince George^ the princip^ officers and la-^ 
4ies of the court, and Vidojry introducing 
the duke of Marl borough and prince Eugene; 
France and Bayaria proftrate on the ground; 
ilandards^ arms, trophies. The fize of the 
plate to be from 24 to 2 a inches hi^, by.

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painted the defign for it in oil. Prince 
George, who earneftly patronized the work, 
procured an advance of looo/. to Boit, who 
took a fpot of ground in May- fair, and 
creftcd a furnace, and buiit convenient 
rooms adjoynihg to work in. He mode fe^ 
veral cffays before he could even lay the 
enamelled ground, the heat neceflary being 
fo intenfc that it muft calcine as. much in a 
few hours, as furnaces in glafs-houfes do in 
24 hours. In thefe attempts he wafted feven 
or eight hundred pounds. In the tiriean 
time the prince, who had often viflted the 
operation, died. This put a ftop to the 
work for fomc time ; Boit however began to 
lay colours on the i^zxt ; but demanded 
and obtained 700/, more. This made con- 
fiderable noife, during which happened the 
revolution at court, extending itfelf even to 
Bolt's work. Their graces of Marlborough 
were to bedifplaced even in the enamel, 
and her majefty ordered Boit to introduce 
Pfcace and OrmoniJ, inftead of Viftory arid 
Churchill.

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LEWIS CROSSE, 

A painter in watcr-colcurs, who is not to be 
confounded with * Michael Croffe or De La 
Crux, whonn I have mentioned in the reign 
of Charles I. Lewis Croflc painted feveral 
portraits in miniature in queen Anne's time, 
many of which are in the coUeftion of the 
duchefs of Portland, the countefs of Cardi- 
gan, &c. This Crofle repaired a little pic- 
ture of the queen of Scots in the pofleflion 
of duke Hamilton, and was ordered to 
make it as handfome as he could* It fcems, 
a round face was his idea of perfcd 
beauty, but it happened not to be Mary's 
fort of beauty. However, it was believed 
a genuine pifture, and innumerable copies 
were made from it. It is the head in black 
velvet trimmed with ermine. Crofle had a 
valuable coUeftion of miniatures, the works 
of Peter Oliver, Holkins and Cooper*. 
Among them was a fine pifture of a lady 
Sunderland by the latter, his own wife, and

FRANCIS BIRD. 

The many public works by his hand, which 
infpire nobody with a curiofity of knowing 
the artift, are not good teftimonies in his 
favour. He was born in Piccadilly \(>f>^^ 
and fent at eleven years of age to Bruflels, 
where he learned the rudiments of his art 
from one Cozins, who had been in Eng- 
land. From Flanders he went to Rome, 
and ftudied under Le Gros. At nineteen, 
fcarce remembring hisown language, he came 
home, and worked firft for Gibbons, then 
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for Cibbcr. He took * another fhort jour- 
ney to Italy, and at his return fet up for 
btmfdf. The performance that raiied his 
reputation, was the monument of Bufhy. 
The latter had never permitted his pifturc 
» be drawn. The moment be was .dead, 
IVis friends had a caft: in plaifter taken from 
his face, and thence a drawing in crayons, 
from which White engraved his print, and 
Bird carved his image. His other principal 
works, which arc all I find of bis hiftory, 
were.
